The United States government Is issuing two billion dollars worth of

Thus it will be 
seen that the certificates afford a better investment' than Liberty bonds in 
that the interest is greater, they are tax-free and may be exchanged for 
money at any time. The full protection and guarantee of the United States 
government is behind these Thrift Stamps and War Savings Certificates, 
just as Uncle Sam stands behind the bonds. In fact, these stamps are 
nothing more nor less than "Baby Liberty Bonds." 


The great value of the Thrift Stamps and War Savings Certificates lies in 


the fact that they offer a way for the masses to save their money, and in 
doing so help not only themselves but the government.^ The working man 
or woman or even the children here have an opportunity to invest their 
savings wisely and with perfect security. At the same time the issue offers 
an attractive investment for the person of large means 
While nobody 


will be permitted to have more than $1000 War Savings Certificates, 
every member of a family may have a thousand dollars worth if fortunate 
enough to have that much money to invest.

In a little while the Thrift Stamps will be just as easy to buy as a cigar 


or a box of matches. 
Everybody will have them and they are to be ob- 


tained at all of the stores and banks and elsewhere. 


Owing to the number of stamps the government asks the people of Lick- 


ing county to buy it Will be necessary for the War Savings committee- to 
carry the message into every corner of Licking county and to induce 
everybody to start a savings account with Uncle Sam.

SWITZERLAND'S CLOSED DOOR 
- "Knitting, war bazaars and some 
tearful farewells

pearly the extent of participation in 
the war for most of us in this coun- 
try" says a bulletin issued by the 
United States Food Administration. 
The Food Administration believes 


there is a moral for the American 
people contained in the situation in 
Switzerland, a neutral country. 


The war has made 
a 
complete 


wall around little Switzerland, the 
last move being the closing of the 
German frontier. 
In a way, the 


world for her now extends no fur- 
ther than her own boundaries, for 
she must now completely sustain her- 
self, as commodities can no longer 
cross her "sealed" borders 
The people of Switzerland are now 


being rationed at one pound of sugar 
per person per month; rice cards are 
issued, which allow one pound per 
month per person; bread cards allow 
one-half pound of bread per person 
per day; only one pound o fflour per 
person is allowed. All shops, includ- 
ing those where food is sold, must 
be closed at 7 o'clock in the evening 
to conserve fuel. Hotels, inns, cof- 
fee-houses and restaurants must not 
open or be heated before nine o'clock 
in the morning unless they serve 
breakfast. Theatres and movies can 
give performances only four evenings 
a week. 


"What, apparently must happen, 


to bring home to Americans the prop- 
er realization of war is too terrible 
to contemplate" says the Food Ad- 
ministration bulletin. "It is hoped 
that voluntary conservation and co- 
operation will bring aTiout a state of 
affairs that will render unnecessary 
the stringent laws of neutral Swit- 
zerland as applied to ourselves."

MEN FROM OHIO 


NOW IN SERVICE 


Up to date more than 100,000 


Ohio men have answered their coun- 
try's call for service in the 
great 


world war. Of this number 750 are. 
Licking county men. The Advocate 
has already distributed nearly 750 
service medals and has a number al- 
most ready to deliver. A new ship- 
ment of 100 has just arrived from 
the factory which is a reminder that 
the medal fund needs replenishing 
if the county is to continue the cus- 
tom of presenting a beautiful, bronze 
engraved medal to each of her sons 
who centers the service of the army or 
navy. 
The cost of the medals now 


that the dies are made is a 
trifle 


over 50 cents each, including.'the en- 
graving and six cents postage. With 
each medal is sent a personal letter 
saying that the gift is .from the peo- 
ple of Licking county. 


No other community in the coun- 


try is showing this recognition to 
the soldiers. That it is appreciated 
is evidenced by the hundreds of sol- 
diers' letters that have appeared in 
The Advocate.

are in practically every 
camp in 


America. 
Ohioans are learning the 


fine points of aviation 
in Egypt, 


Italy, 
France 
and 
England. 
As 


marines and sailors they are scat- 
tered throughout the world; 


One 
Ohio 
regiment, 
including 


nearly 75 men from Newark and 
Licking county has been in France 
for weeks and spon it will take its 
place in the battle line. 


A majority of the Ohioans under 


arms are in the regular army, with 
the Ohio National Guard at Camp 
Sheridan and with the selective serv- 
ice men', at Camp Sherman. 


There are lio available records in 


the War Department at Washington 
showing accurately how many Ohio- 
ans are now under arms outside of 
the regular army. 
Figures 
given 


here are based on reports from re- 
cruiting stations at Cleveland, Cin- 
innati, Columbus, Toledo, Akron 
and Youngstown, records of state 
selective service officials and the ad- 
jutant general's office. 


Approximately 
60,000 
Buckeyes 


have been taken into the National 
Army. 


Since, war was declared on Ger- 


many about 20,000 have enlisted in 
the regular army. 
Two 
thousand 


were in ttte regular, army when war 
was declared. 


These men are in practically every 


regular army 
camp 
in America. 


Many of them have gone to France. 
Some were with General Pershing's 
original expeditionary force. 
The Ohio National Guard gave ap- 


proximately 29,000 men. 
Of 
that 


number, 3600, comprising the Old 
Fourth Ohio Regiment, were taken 
into the Rainbow Division, which is 
now in France. Practically all of the 
remaining guardsmen are at Camp 
Sheridan, Montgomery, 
Ala., 
and 


they will soon go to France. 
._ Practically every city, village and 
township in the state has 'men under 
arms with the national 
army 
at 


Camp Sherman. 


Approximately 35,000 men have 


gone -to the camp. Many have been 
taken from this camp to fill divis- 
ions in other camps. 
About 
3,000 


men from Camp Sherman were sent 
to Camp Sheridan; 1500 were sent to 
Fort Dodge; 1500 to Camp Pike at 
Little Rock, Ark., and smaller num- 
bers have been sent to other camps. 


In the marines there are now 


about 4,000 Ohio men. Hundreds of 
others have volunteered 
for 
this 


branch of service and were rejected 
when they failed to pass the rigid 
physical tests. 


Six thousand men are in the navy, 


enlistment figures from the larger 
cities indicate. 


Some 1300 Ohio men have ^received 


commissions 
at 
various 
'officers' 


training camps*. 
Several 
hundred 


physicians and dentists have accepted 
commissions in the medical corps. 


These newly commissioned men 


are widely scattered. A majority of 
them are in camps in America, some 
are on the reserve list awaiting as- 
signment and others are overseas. 


Probably more than 1000 
Ohio 


youths have entered the aviation 
service. 
Some have finished 
their 


training and are in active 
service 


searching the seas for submarines 
and flying 
over 
enemy 
trenches. 


Most of them, however, are still in 
training schools and will be ready for 
service soon.

markablc. As a virtuoso body this or- 
chestra is famous'thiouuhout the coun- 
try for the loaders of its- various choirs 
The I'oneertmelster. Allied Megerlin, is 
a concertmeister to l>e tieasuied. 
Mr 
Alfred Kafetner is the 1'et-t harpist the 
orchestra has had in \eatt. Leo Schultz 
a well known figure it- the leader of the 
cellos, and one of the .meat cello pla>- 
ers in this country. 
Mos,t people are 
familiar with the 
Importance of the violin* and wind in- 
stiumeiits in ran orclustra but do not 
alwajs appreciate the percussion 
in- 
stiuments,. The "battu\" as it is call- 
ed, is a verj important pint of the or- 
chestra and the drum pla\ er or tyni- 
pamst ol this orcheMi.i is the greatest 
in tins country. Mention must oe made 
ol' the mellow tone coinms from the 
brass choir. 
The Fieiich horns were 
particular!} 
golden 
and cannot 
be 
equalled anywhere for beauty and ex- 
pression. 
Stransky's instrument is very close to 
pertection. In the finit.li and precision 
of the ensemble it is <i» neatly one in- 
strument as it is hum.ml;, possible. 
\s at all recent conceits the Philhar- 
monic opened with the "Star Spangled 
Bannei" anfl Elsie L'eermont led the 
audience in a spirited manner in the 
singing of the national air. 
The opening numbei on the program 
was the 
"Rienzi" 
o\eiture. 
Though 
certain irresponsible reisons, 
holding 
Count "\Va,gner music is almost treas- 
onable now, yet no btampede was no- 
ticeable during the performance of this 
overture. 
"Kienzi" while very popular 
s not one of Wagners choice operas. 
It was the composer s first 
musical 
success, written in Pans at the age of 
twenty-five and presented in the same 
.'ear that the Philhaimonic saw light. 
It is an exceedingly noisy numbet not 
at all Wagner's latei characteristic 
btyle, full of alarms and \rumpet calls 
which do not appear ir his late works 
and is built on the lines of all Italian 
opera. It opens with one tone sounded 
on the trumpet sivelltd and diminished 
tollowed by the strings plajing "Kien- 
zi's" prayer which cons-titutes the main 
portion of the piece. It is u. story ov- 
erture with noise and tune and strong- 
ly marked rythm ending with 
the 
chorus of a battle h> mn representing 
the revolutionary lacuons ^In this ov- 
erture w e do not find the true Wagner 
but the performance w as carried 
out 
with distinctive Philharmonic virtuos- 
ity.The second number on the piogram 
was the Bruch concerto for violin and 
orchestra in D minoi pla\ ed by JLouls 
Siegel. l,ouis Siegel has been in this 
country two years and m mat peiiod 
has gained consideraole lenown. The 
ioung man plays accurately and his 
technical equipment seems to be suf- 
ficient for buch interpretations as he 
chooses to give. 
This ^as his first 
appearance it ith the Philharmonic and 
he was obliged to play \\ ithout a. re- 
hearsal. Bruch's £> m.nor concerto is 
not a great work and nolds lutle of in- 
terest for any one to neai bUi it is al- 
wavs popular. 
The main theme of tlie 


first moyement is srate£'ul 
and me- 
lodious and the orchehtia furnished a. 
beautilul and 
satisr> ma: 
accompani- 
ment, the work of the wood winds be- 
ing speciallj relicitotib. 
That the au- 
dience how e% er defivud pleasure from 
the periormance was evinced by warm 
applause, iir. Siegel left immediately 
for Xew York where «e plays in a con- 
cert this evening. 
The third number ^tas the "Scherzo" 
written by Dukas,-,a ^fmodern -French, 
composer who has wwtten some- spicy 
music. 
Scherzo is an Italian 
word 
meaning a. joke. 
Ifaris an orchestral 
composition deliciously effective 
and 
purely humorous, not* to be taken se- 
riously 
at all. The 
bassoon, the 
"clown"' of the orchestra, cuts a. great 
figure in it. Every instrument lias a. 
chance, horns, bassoon, clarionets and 
kettle drums. The scnerzo was taken, 
from a. ballad of Gothe's called "The 
Sorcerer's Apprentice." The story is 


running accompaniment by all the wood 
wliido, done with «n extiulu,lt<>.HjrhtiiftBa 
iiitf ruimluK brooks, birds 
In 
time and

The movement closes with the original 
theme again sounded by tike horns.

w ith the utmost precision with a finish 
that it seems incredible to be acquired. 
The final? is very full 
and 
brilliant, 
the brasses statins: the folk tuno, then- 
is dancing and nil is bright and joy- 
ous. At the close the horns again sing 
tho theme, repealing it in a lower key 
with a barbaric insistance, the whole 
being developed in a marvelous man- 
ner, working up to a gorgeous climax. 
A most appreciative audieme enjoyed 
the concert, but no encores were given. 
This samp orchestra will be heard in 
Oranville on the 16th of March in "Tan- 
hauser," with chorus and soloists, and 
also in a symphony program. It is a 
great pnvilege to hear such an oigan- 
i^atlon in three concerts during 
the 
season.
